WRECK 


Going 40 Miles an Hour It Crashes Head 


On Into Freight. Train at Irvington - 


in Early Morning. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 13.—Sixteen persons were 


killed and as many more seriously injured when Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton & Day ton-passenger train No. 36 struck an 
open switch 'and crashed head-on into a freight train at 
Arlington avenue, Irvington, a suburb, at 3 o'clock this 
morning. 


The passenger train was an hour, late and was said to 


be making forty miles an hour when the collision came. 
Carl Gross, head brakeman on the freight train said the 
switch had been left open by one of the other brakemen, 
and was borne out in his statement by E. B. White divi- 
sion superintendent of the railroad. 


Neither 'Gross nor "V;^^ named the man whom they 


suggested as responsible for the wreck. Coroner Dur- 
ham of this county began an investigation afronce.

Tells Remarkable Escape. 


Albert Seed, of Louisville, one of tb-i 


passengers, told of his remarkable es- 
cape. 


"I was awake," said Seed. "I felt 


chilly and was putting on my overcoat, 
when suddenly I heard a crash and tha 
next thing I "knew was that I was sit- 
ting beside the wrecked train; I could 
hear the men and women crying for help 
and with the help of others found an 
ax and chopped a hole in the side of 
the car. Firemen soon arrived and be- 
gan carrying out the bodies." 


The sound of the collision aroused the 


neighborhood. Many homes were thrown 
open and the injured carried in and 
given' first aid tr«atment before being 
sent to the hospitals.

The State Treasury Balance. 


During the campaign just closed the Indiana public 


had been regaled so persistently and so repeatedly by dole- 
ful alarms regarding the administration's management of 
state financial affairs, sounded by those who opposed the 
democratic program, that one was led to fear that Indiana 
was perilously near the bankruptcy court. There was bit- 
ter criticism of alleged extravagant expenditures, the cre- 
ation of new boards and new salaried positions and insin- 
uation of sheer wastefulness that was designed to becloud 
the situation and bring reproach upon the administration 
of Governor Marshall. 


"With this sort of thing fresh in mind, it is somewhat 


of a pleasurable shock to ascertain that instead of being 
on the verge of emptiness, Indiana's treasury has in the 
words of State Auditor O'Brien, been "rejuvenated;" 
that with all emergencies met during the fiscal year the 
state emerges with an increased treasury balance of some- 
thing more than $100,000 over the statement at the be- 
ginning of the term. Pretty much everybody save his in- 
tensely partisan opponents is today willing to admit that 
the administration given Indiana by Governor Marshall 
has been a good one. When it draws to a close on Jan- 
uary 1, and there is opportunity to view it in proper per- 
spective, the verdict will be unanimous. 


The advisory commission which is seeking to aid 


Mayor Shank in keeping the Indianapolis municipal ship 
of state off the rocks is at work on a proposed new law de- 
signed to purify Indiana politics. It provides among other 
things the nomination and election of city officials on non- 
partisan tickets, and will probably be submitted to the 
next legislature along with, the business form of city gov- 
ernment devised by T. F. Thieme, of this city. There 
isn't any manner of doubt but that Indiana politics, like 
politics pretty much everywhere, is really in need of the 
purification process .

Kansas Professor Advocates 


Short Vacations and 


No Holiday. 


PUPILS 
ABE 
ANGRY 


Topeka, Kan., Nov. 13.—The school 


children of Kansas are up in arms over 
a suggestion of Dean C. H. Johnston of 
the University School of Education, who 
would do away with school vacations 
and have sessions six days a week. 


"I find no other reason than an olc 


tradition against holding school classes 
on Saturdays," said Dean Johnston 
Neither can I Bee any logical reason 
'or allowing the entire educational sys- 
tem of the state to lie idle for three 
months in the year, with its consequent 
oss in efficiency. 
"A student or instructor does not neec 


more than a month's vacation in a year 
Their work is no harder than that of a 
man employed, who considers himsel' 
fortunate to get as much as a vacation 
of two weeks after working six or even 
seven days in a week, and twice as long 
sometimes as do the pupils or instruc 
tors. The American boy or girl is 
whole lot better off in school than on 
the street. In the long summer vacation 
the effect of the previous nine month 
of discipline is almost wholly lost, th' 
children wonder in the streets, learn ti 
do things they should not do, get int 
trouble frequently and spend entirely 
too much time in the "movies." 


"Every fall it takes three weeks o 


a month to get the system working a 
it was when the school vacation began 
and to revive, the intellectual attitudi 


"In order to attain its greatest effi 


ciency, a machine must be run. as man 
hours as possible. It is doubtful if, un 
der our present system, we get a 
per. cent efficiency from our schools."

President Taft said in part:

perity has not shed her boon of com- 
fort upon the south 'irith so generous a 
hand as upon the north. Hence, those 


of us in the north .who have been some- 
times impatient at' a little flash now 
and then of the .old sectional antagon- 
ism are unreasonable in our failure to 
appreciate .these marked differences. 


"For years after the war the repub- 


lican party, which had carried the na- 
tion through the war' to its successful 
conclusion, was in control of .the ad- 
ministration of the government, and- it 
was impossible for tho southerner, to 
escape the feeling that he was linked 
in his allegiance to an alien nation and 
one with whose; destiny he found it dif- 
icult to identify himself. Time, how- 
ever, cures much, and after a while 
ihere came a democratic- administration 
of four years, and then another one of 
four years. 


Bitterness Swept Away.
